WASHINGTON, Aug, 3.—A friend of tho 


President's said to-day that ha received 
the action of Congress Jiko a philosopher.

MONROE POSTMASTE11S111 P. 


MO.VKOE, "VYis.j Aug. 3.—The good peo- 


ple of this little city wero greatly aston- 
ished this morning to read in tho Inter 
Ocean that n change of Postmaster had 
been ordered here; that the name of D_ 
W. Ball had been eent to tho Senate for 
Postmaster, vice H. Medborry removed. 
This announcement was not only a Ktir- 
puso to our citizens, but to Mr. Mod- 
berry also, who had only held the office a 
httlo ovor a year, having been appointed 
March 15, 1881. 
He had made an excol- 


lo_nt oilicer, and 
no charge of 
any 


kind 
had 
beoii 
porforrod 
against 


him. Thoro is considerable fooling man- 
ifested about tho matter, and some oar- 
nest dispatches wero sent this morning 
to Senator Cameron, urging him to stop 
the confirmation. If tliis caso could bo 
properly got before the public, it- would 
delight Georgo William Curtis and his 
crowd beyond description. It seems tiiat 
iu tbo beginning of 1881 Congressman 
Uazeltoii was greatly troubled by two 
factious, which woro iighiug to got pos- 
sejsiou of thopostollico at Monroe. Ha- 
y.elton was personally unpopular at Mon- 
roe, but was desinous of streugthing 
himself there, and was afraid to side with 
either factions |,by appointing its cham- 
pion. In his trouble ho wrote to Med- 
berry, who was then a rovenno agent, 
and told him if he would resign ho 
would have him appointed postmaster at 
Monroe, where Medberry'y family resid- 
ed, and lio himself was very popular. 
Desiring to be at home with his wife and 
family, Modberry answered that ho would 
accept; so ho resigned from the revenue 
service, and was made postmaster at 
Mouroo. IIo soon found, however, that 
Ilazeltoii was so unpopular that it was 
impossible for him to bring tho people 
around to n favorable opinion of their 
Congressman, so he_ ceased to try to run 
the Hazslton machine, and gave a more 
strict attention to the duties of his office. 
AH the time for a ronomiuatiou ap- 
proached, Hazelton seems to have be- 
come awaro that ho was not growing in 
popularity ut Monroe. For this ho blamed 
Med berry, and wrote that gentleman 
saying that ho

"good politics" to keep a man in oflico 
that could be of no more service to him 
and asked Medborry's resignation.

Mcdberry was astonished, and after a 
consultation with his friends declined.

V\'c havu experiinuiiled with 


p.caHy uvi!:'ything, and lind. tlierc is lit- 
tli; clioicu, although it is our practice to 


• use ordinary building sand, as it is 
ciuanor to work with than anything 
else, uud when waturcd novergets mud- 
dy, as 11 heavier soil would do. 
But do 


not suppose for a minute thai sand is 
indispensable to the rooting of cuttings, 
for if tiio conditions of temperature are 
right, and tho condition of the cuttings 
is right', thoywili root in almost any ma- 
terial in which they are placed. 
The 


temperature required is very similar to 
that in which seeds should bo germin- 
ated. 
If of a. hardy mixture, they will 


do nicely in a-'tcnipcraturo averaging 
sixty degrees, bill if of a tender or trop- 
ical nature then tho temperature should 
not average less than seventy-Hvo de- 
grees. 
For example;, yon nan very easi- 


ly rout cuttings of Geraniums, Koses, 
Verbenas, Petunias, 
Carnations 
and 


others of what aro known as "green- 
house plants" in a, temperature averag- 
ing sixty degrees; but if wo attempt to 
root-Colons, Jiouvardi:i3, Begonias and 
other plants whose nature is tropical at 
that temperature, they will be almost 
certain to fail, and success can onlv be 
complete at a temperature ranging from 
seventy to eighty degrees. 
Much de- 


pends on the condition of the cutting. 1 
believe 1 was the Jirst to introduce what 
is known as tho snapping condition of 
the cutting. 
That is. when tho shoot 


of a Verbena, Geranium, Fuchsia, Be- 
gonia, Stovia or plants of that character, 
is bent, if it breaks or snaps clean oil' 
then it is in the proper condition for 
rooting; if it bends'it is not. 
Not that 


1 he bent.cutting would no', root, but that 
il would take longer to root, and make 
a feebler plant when it did. root than 
one that hail the proper conditions for 
I hi; forming of roots. 


Florists use what are called propagat- 


irg-benches 1'or rooting cuttings when 
wanted on a large scale, as they usually 
are by them; but when an aniciteur not 
having greenhouse facilities wishes, to 
root a few slips, there is no process that 
we can recommend bettor- than what is 
known as "the saucer system." which, 
even at the risk of telling it to somo of 
your readers who already understand it, 
I. must again repeat, as there is no other 
phui that is so simple and so safe. Take 
any common sanei-r or plate, into which 
put sand, to the depth of an inch or so. 
Then prepare tho .cuttings in the usual 
manner-and place theminlhesandclo.se 
enough to touch each oilier. 
The sand 


is then to be watered so as to bring it 
into the condition of mud. The saucer 
thus lilled with slips may be placed on 
the window-sill and ex-posed to tho sun. 
The cuttings must, bo fully exposed to 
the sun nnd never shaded. 
But one 


condition is absolutely essential to suc- 
cess; until the cuttings take root the 
sand 7viust be kept coniinnally saturated 
with water, and always in the condition 
of mud. To do this the slips must be 
watered at least once a day with a very 
line rose watering-pot, and the watering 
must i>e done very gently, else the cut- 
tings may bo washed out. There is ev- 
ery eei'tainty that ninety-nine per cent, 
of the cuttings put in will take root, pro- 
vided thoy wero in the proper, condition 
when placed in the saucer, and that (iie 
temperature has not been lower th:m 
sixty degrees for greenhouse plants, or 
less than eighty degrees for tropical 
plants. 
Jiy the saucer system a higher 


degree of temperature may bo main- 
tained without injury than by any other 
system of propagation, as tiie cuttings 
in reality aro placed in water, and will 
not wilt provided tho water is not ,".1- 
lowed to dry out. 
Still, the tender slip 


u n t i l rooted will not endure a long con- 
tinuation of very high temperature, and 
we would advise that propagation be 
done at, such seasons that they may have 
as near as possible a uniform tempora- 
Uire of seventy-five or eighty degrees in 
Lho sunlight. 
When rooted they should 


bo potted in dry soil, such as is recom- 
mended for sowing seeds in. 
They 


should bo placed in pots not exceedimr- 
two and a .half inches in diameter and 
tre/ited carefully by shading and water- 
!?]«; for two or three days. — Peter Hm- 
dtrsun, in Ladies'' Floral Cabinet.

Notwilhstain.liiig the f:ict that there is 


a promise of ;m excellent potato crop 
thia year all over UK; country tlie pi-ires 
of potatoes are higher now than Ihey 
have been for year.i. 
During the past 


week there was an advance of nearly 
0110 hundred per cent, over the |.'i-iee.s 
a.sked the week before, and polaloei 
that brought four dollars a barrel a! 
wholesale now sell for seven dollars, and 
oven more. 
The fact that large quanti- 


ties of potatoes are now brought to New 
York from Long Island does not seem in 
any way toall'eet the price. 
The incon- 


sistency between the receipts of potatoes 
from all points nnd the prices they bring 
has given rise to tlie suspicion that there 
is a strong speculative interest 211 pota- 
toes that has succeeded in creating a 
corner. 
The suspicion has not been di- 


minished by a rumor to the effect that 
thousands of dollars' worlh of potatoes 
liavo boon thrown into the North and 
East lliyers by interested persons. 
.Mr. 


John Sutherland, among others, is 
strongly inclined to giro credence to 
this rumor, and oven goes so far as to 
say he knows it to be true, and Mr. 
Sutherland is not apt to speak without, 
book. Dock Commissioner Vauderpocl, 
•when asked about the clumping of pota- 
toes in the river and bay, said that such 
a thing could scarcely be done without 
the Duck Department's .knowledge of 
the fact; and tho Commissioners had not 
boon notified that potatoes had been 
thrown into tho waters of the harbor. 
Ho believed, therefore, tho rumor was 
without foundation. But ho could give 
no other reason for his belief. 


Many produce-dealers were visited by 


tho reporter. None of them were in- 
clined to admit that there was any truth 
in tho report that potatoes had been 
^Ifully destroyed for the sake of cre- 
ating (i corner iu tho market. 
They 


said that it would bo next to impossible 
to bring the market up much higher 
than it now is. Last season's drought 
was especially severe upon food staples. 
Fortunately, 
however, Europe 
had 


raised a surplus of the vegetables the 
supply of which failed in tho United 
States, and large shipments were at 
onco made am! continued during the 
fall and winter. 
Nearly all kinds of 


vegetables, including cabbages, turnips, 
beets and cauliflowers, came over, but 
the most useful and imporlant were 
beans ami potatoes.

Arrivals of potatoes still continue 


from Europe, but in a £ivat,!y diiiiin- 
islictl qiuviitity, only about (j,100 sucks 
having been received during the past 
month. 
In addition, to this, the old 


crop of American potatoes, which was 
originally short, is now used up, and 
there is not enough of (lie new crop to 
supply tho delioionoy, . These seem to 
bo tho conditions that account for the 
present high price of potatoes, and the 
difficulty will be removed as soon a.s 
large supplies of new potatoes begin to 
accumulate. Until then i'; is safe to pre- 
dict very high prices. 


Mr. Wildam Gamble, a prominent 


produce dealer, said: "There has been 
no forced corner in potatoes, so far a.s I 
know. Tho lack of supply could not be 
helped. There were no potatoes to sup- 
ply the demand, and of course the 
prices went up. 
So soon as the now 


supply begins to come" in you will see a 
tumble in prices. The crop is a large 
one, but it is late. 
I don't believe in 


speculators throwing potatoes overboard 
to bull tho market. Some time ago two 
cargoes 
of spoiled 
potatoes 
were 


brought horo, and tho Board of Health 
refused to allow them to bo landed. 
They wore then dumped in tho lower 
bay. 
That may have given • rise to this 


rumor. 
How else it originated I can- 


not say. 
You can take my word for it, 


there has been no corner except such as 
has been made by the lateness of tho 
new and tho exhaustion of the old crop 
of potatoes.—AT. Y. World.

Gentleman gives the following as his 
method of destroying sprouts from roots 
of trees: Bore a three-fourth inch hole 
in Uio center of tho slump, ten inches 
deep; put iu one ounce of the oil of 
vitrol, and plug it up tight. 


—A pretty way to ornament a pen- 


holder which is made of wood is to bore 
a tiny hole in the end and insert a short 
peacock's fealher. 
It should bo secured 


with a little glue, and this must be done 
with neatness. This makes u pretty and 
inexpensive gift, and is better adapted 
for u.se than the painted feather holders. 


—Stuffed peppers: The largo bell pep-

than corn, but corn ia cash to the farmer, 
and may be relied upon every year if 
properly managed.

whites of twelve eggs, two cups of but- 
ter, four cups of sugar, four aud a half 
eups of flour, halt' a cup of sweet milk, 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
and one pound of citron cut in thin and 
small slices. This makes one very large 
cake or two medium-sized, ones, and, un- 
less you have an excellent oven in which 
you cau regulate the heat perfectly, it is 
better to bake in two tins than one. If 
one tin is used, choose ono with tifimnel 
or spout in the center. This does away 
with tho danger of burnt edges and a 
raw center to the cake.—N. Y. Post.

Business, Crops anil Prices. 


Out of 869,000 persons engaged in 


business in the country, 3,597 failed dur- 
ing the last six months, with aggregate 
liabilities of about fifty millions of "dol- 
lars. The liabilities amounted to about 
ten millions more than in the (irst half 
of 1881, but the increase was not enouu-li 
to indicate any unsound condition 'of 
business. 


Tho proportion of 'failures, indeed, 


•was very small, and the loss by bad debts 
•was so slight in comparison with the 
.volume of Dusinoss transacted and tho 
number of firms engaged in it, that the 
last six months were really remarkable 
for business health. la 1878 tho number 
of failures was one to every 72 traders, 


i In 1882 it wag one to ovcry"l28. 
! These figures, which we take from the 
'semi-annual circular of Messrs. K. G. 
1 Dun & Co., show that the gloomy appre- 
,'hensions in regard to business which 
'have been so widely entertained of late 
were not justified by the actual condi- 
tion of trade during the year. 
Those 


statistics rather 
suggest 
mercantile 


soundness, and lead us to hope that after 
the comparative inaction of the summer, 
and with the coining of greatly reduced 
prices for food, business will be both 
vast in volume and satisfactory so far as 
concerns profits. 


Already a very considerable share of 


the wheat crop has been harvested, and 
it is settled that it will bo a very rich 
one, probably cveu greater than those of 
the two years preceding 1881. 
All the 


other grains are promising well. The 
weather has favored them, and as yet 
few reports of set backs to their pros- 
perity have come in. A harvest which 
will be as a whole of extraordinary 
abundance begins to be confidently ex- 
pected. 


That promises well for business. It 


also indicates the speedy coming of 
prices for food as low as any to which 
we have been accustomed in tho . most 
plentiful years. Even butcher's meat 
has already declined somewhat from tho 
prices of a short time ago, and when 
fall brings in the recently matured stock 
it must come down to still lower figures. 
Cattle have been and arestill selling for 
more per pound, live weight, than the 
dressed meat could formerly be bought 
for al a family market. 


But pasturugc is unusually rich this 


year. The cattle of the Wesl have not 
been decimated by a harsh winter, mid 
tlio reported losses of them by- Hood 
havo probably boon exaggerated. Prices 
much lower than tiiose now prevailing 
need not be expected for three months? 
But in the fall, when flour is uheap, po- 
tatoes are plenty, and articles of food
